Montana  DES  is  recognizing  October  as  Earthquake  Preparedness  Month.  Please  use  this 
opportunity  to  assess  how  well-prepared  you  are. 


We  have  some  temporary  personnel  changes  that  many  of  you  may  already  know  about.  Fred 
Naeher  is  the  acting  Training  Officer  and  Monique  Lay  is  the  acting  Earthquake  Program

charging  ahead  with  their  programs  and  will 
contribute  tremendously  toward  our  overall 
objectives  in  emergency  management. 


The  Montana  Disaster  and  Emergency  Services  Division  records 

an  average  of  188  duty  officer  reports  per  year.  By  the  end  of 

July,  1996  our  division  had  assisted  with  512!    Fourteen  of  these 

resulted  in  State  Declarations  and  two  of  them  were  Presiden- 

tially  declared  disasters.  At  this  time,  one  disaster  is  pending 

approval  for  a  Presidential  Declaration.  1996  has  been  a  busy

The  Federal  Emergency  Management 

Agency  (FEMA)  will  start  their  new  fiscal 

year  October  1.  We  expect  our  budget  to 

remain  the  same  as  last  year  with  the 

possible  addition  of  funds  for  a  full  time 

mitigation  person.  James  Lee  Witt  has  made  mitigation  a  priority  for  FEMA  and  is  trying  to  have 

all  states  get  a  full  time  mitigation  function.  If  and  when  the  funding  becomes  available,  we  will 

then  have  to  obtain  legislative  approval  to  utilize  the  money  and  hire  a  position. 

There  remains  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  yet  for  the  recovery  efforts  pertaining  to  the  floods. 
Both  the  public  assistance  and  mitigation  programs  will  require  significant  efforts  on  our  part  as 
well  as  the  affected  counties  and  cities.  Jim  Anderson  is  leading  the  recovery  efforts  for  public 
assistance  and  Larry  Akers  will  handle  mitigation  issues.  Please  give  them  a  call  if  you  have  any 
questions  or  need  assistance. 

September  kicks  off  a  very  busy  season  and  we  look  forward  to  working  with  you  at  the  many 
scheduled  activities  this  fall  starting  with  the  joint  DES  Fall  Conference  and  SERC/LEPC  training 
session.

The  quarter  has  turned  out  to  be  another  busy  one 
for  the  district  and  around  the  state  with  the  fire 
season  and  the  flooding  in  June.  There  has  been 
very  little  time  for  a  breather  in  most  areas.  The 
key  things  to  keep  in  mind  with  all  the  activity  is  if 
you  need  some  help  don't  be  afraid  to  ask.  We 
have  been  getting  lists  of  available  people  who 
might  be  able  to  assist  coordinators  in  the  event  of 
activations  during  incidents  including  fire  activity 
which  might  require  a  long  term  EOC  activation  for 
evacuations  and  road  closures.  This  is  also  a  re- 
minder about  the  need  to  finish  any  updates  on 
EOPs  and  get  the  signatures  needed  before  the 
end  of  September  of  this  year.  EOC  Standard 
Operating  Procedures  also  need  to  be  updated  in 
that  same  period  if  they  haven't  been  this  year. 
Almost  all  counties  have  done  exercises  or  full 
scale  actual  occurrences  (some  more  than  one) 
but  we  still  need  to  make  sure  the  papenwork  is  in, 
and  for  the  few  that  haven't,  functional  exercises 
will  need  to  be  finished  by  September.  Hopefully, 
in  the  near  future  we  will  get  a  break  from  our 
response/recovery  cycle  and  life  will  get  back  to 
normal.

Administratium 

The  heaviest  element  known  to  science  was  recently  discovered  by 
investigators  at  a  major  U.S.  research  university.  The  element,  tentatively 
named  Administratium,  has  no  protons  or  electrons  and  thus  has  an 
atomic  number  of  0.  However,  it  does  have  one  neutron,  assistant 
neutrons,  75  vice  neutrons  and  1 1 1  assistant  vice  neutrons,  which  gives  it 
an  atomic  mass  of  312.  These  312  particles  are  held  together  by  a  force 
that  involves  the  continuous  exchange  of  meson-like  particles  called 
morons. 

Since  it  has  no  electrons,  Administratium  is  inert.  However,  it  can  be 

«tected  chemically  as  it  impedes  every  reaction  it  comes  in  contact  with, 
cording  to  the  discoverers,  a  minute  amount  of  Administratium  causes 
one  reaction  to  take  over  four  days  to  complete  when  it  would  have 
normally  occurred  in  less  than  a  second. 

Administratium  has  a  normal  half-life  of  approximately  three  years,  at 
which  time  it  does  not  decay,  but  instead  undergoes  a  reorganization  in 
which  assistant  neutrons,  vice  neutrons  and  assistant  vice  neutrons 
exchange  places.  Some  studies  have  shown  that  the  atomic  mass 
actually  increases  after  each  reorganization. 

Research  at  other  laboratories  indicates  that  Administratium  occurs 
naturally  in  the  atmosphere.  It  tends  to  concentrate  at  certain  points  such 
as  government  agencies,  large  corporations,  and  universities.  It  can 
usually  be  found  in  the  newest,  best  appointed,  and  best  maintained 
buildings. 

Scientists  point  out  that  Administratium  is  known  to  be  toxic  at  any  level  of 
concentration  and  can  easily  destroy  any  productive  reaction  where  it  is 
allowed  to  accumulate.  Attempts  are  being  made  to  determine  how 
Administratium  can  be  controlled  to  prevent  irreversible  damage,  but 
^pults  to  date  are  not  promising.
